
HAMILTON COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 
SEPTEMBER 15, 2004 

The Hamilton County Board of Commissioners met on Wednesday, September 15, 2004 in the Commissioners 
Courtroom in the Hamilton County Government and Judicial Center, One Hamilton County Square, Noblesville, 
Indiana.  The Commissioners met in Executive Session in Conference Room 1A at 1:05 p.m.  Vice President Altman 
called the public meeting to order at 1:42 p.m. and declared a quorum present of Commissioner Steven A. Holt and 
Commissioner Christine Altman.  Commissioner Steven C. Dillinger was absent.  The Pledge of Allegiance was 
recited. 
 Approval of Minutes: 
 Holt motioned to approve the minutes of August 9, 2004, August 10, 2004 and August 23, 2004.  Altman 
seconded.   Holt stated on the August 23rd minutes the word Blazer is misspelled.  Motion carried unanimously.

 Holt motioned to approve the Executive Session Memoranda of September 15, 2004.  Altman seconded.

Holt 
motioned to approve.  Altman seconded.   Motion carried unanimously.

 Neal requested approval of an official action to install regulatory signs in Village Farms, Section 18, north of 
146th Street/west of Oak Ridge Road in Washington Township.  Holt motioned to approve.  Altman seconded.

 104th Street: 
 Neal requested acceptance of dedication of public right of way from Hamilton Southeastern Schools on 104th 
Street in front of the North Delaware School Building.  Holt motioned to approve.  Altman seconded.   Motion carried 
unanimously. 
 MPO Policy Committee Update: [2:04:40] 
 Mr. Brad Davis updated the commissioners on the September 1st meeting of the MPO Policy Committee.  
Davis stated they announced that on the US 31 Freeway upgrade an interchange will be built at 131st Street as opposed 
to 126th Street.  There was discussion regarding the transportation improvement plan amendments.  One of the 
amendments is Carmel’s desire to build a pedestrian walkway over Carmel Drive at the Monon Trail.  They are asking 
to move that project from 2004 to 2005, the controversy was the cost increase.  It was originally programmed at 
$400,000, the new estimated costs is $2.9 million.  The questions were if that amount of money should be spent on a 
pedestrian walkway and if that amount of money should be spent from STP money.  The committee decided to defer the 
vote until the next policy committee meeting, which is November 10th.  Mayor Brainard did acknowledge that the 
walkway was above standard but this would help it blend in with the community.  The Regional Transportation Plan is 
being updated to 2030 and they did distribute a graph on existing conditions, etc.  Enhancement projects deadlines are 
mid-December, and STP projects deadline in January.  It was unclear about when the mitigation funds would be 
available to surrounding counties.  Altman stated she attended air advisory meetings and spoke with IDEM staff and 
Hamilton County will qualify, effective October 1st, for those monies but it is in the transportation bill that has not been 
signed.  It will be the first year of the appropriation that Hamilton County will qualify for, whenever that is adopted.  
Davis stated the Regional Transportation Authority Board has five members, which is the minimum amount of 
members they need.  They are allowed to have up to 16 members on that board.  Hamilton County could have one 
member on that board.  The entities within Hamilton County that are part of the RTA would need to agree to the 
representative on the board from Hamilton County.  They have a mandate that they have to have a meeting within 90 
days of when Indianapolis adopted the ordinance for the RTA.  They are in a hurry to set up the meeting at which time 
they will elect officers.  Hamilton County will need to pass a resolution to officially become a member of the RTA.  
Altman stated she has requested an electronic copy of the proposed ordinance for Mike Howard to review.  Altman 
stated we should consider this at the next meeting.  Holt asked if it would make sense to schedule a meeting with the 
municipalities?  Altman stated the base ordinance in Marion County went thru without the ability to tax and that was 
the clear issue that was holding it up before.  They have developed the RTA with no fixed funding source.  Our going in 
with it would not be an issue with county council because we are not abdicating any tax authority.  Davis stated Carmel 
does not have to be part of the RTA, they can choose not to be.  Of those within Hamilton County that chose to be part 
of the RTA they need to agree to the board member that is chosen to represent Hamilton County.   Altman stated it is 
our decision to do it as a county independent of the other municipalities.  They are all represented in the MPO and are 
able to attend the meetings and they are aware of what is going on.  Altman suggested we put it on the agenda for next 
meeting to decide if we are in or out.  
 96th Street and Fall Creek Project: [2:15:29] 
 Davis stated an issue has come up on the 96th Street and Fall Creek project.  On the east side of the reservoir the 
contractor has split traffic, eastbound on the original portion of 96th Street which is a 9' lane and then they have built 
another lane for the westbound traffic.  Between those two lanes they excavated and there is a 4' drop off along the 
eastbound lane.  INDOT inspected it today and said it was not acceptable.  They said we would have to close it off or 
put up a concrete barrier wall.  There is not room to put up a barrier wall.  We will have to close 96th Street.  Davis 
stated right now they are working to establish the detour.  Holt stated they will direct the highway department to do 
what they think is best but consider the option of a flagger during peak times.   
 Altman called a break. [2:18:53] 
 Altman called the meeting back to order. [2:36:50] 
 Concurrence with Traffic Study Correspondence Continued: 
 Altman stated she has reviewed the traffic study correspondence.  Holt motioned to take it off the table.  Altman 
seconded.   Motion carried unanimously.  Altman and Holt approved the list of traffic study correspondence. 
 Official Action 
 Wagon Trail Drive: 
 Neal requested approval of an official action to install regulatory signs on Wagon Trail Drive from Mallery 
Drive to .08 miles north of Mallery Drive.  Holt motioned to approve.  Altman seconded.   Motion carried unanimously. 
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 Data Information Request: 
 Ms. B.J. Casali stated she has received a request for data from the sales disclosure database.  This vendor has 
been receiving this information in hard copy form, but they would like to have it in digital form.  They have agreed that 
they will not violate the intent of the ordinance that indicates that the data will not be sold.  Casali stated she is bringing 
this to the Board because of the nature of some of the data contained in the file and the amount of time it would take the 
ISS staff to fill this request.  Sales disclosure data includes the seller’s name, cost of the property, buyer’s name and 
social security information.   Holt asked Casali if she knows what is being done throughout the state?  Casali stated no.  
Holt motioned to table the issue to see if AIC has a position or if Casali can determine thru her network of ISS people 
how other counties are handing it.  Altman stated she can not second it.  She never intends to vote for digitally 
providing that information.  It is abhorrent to her that they have to provide it paper form, most of it was given with the 
understanding that it would be confidential when it was provided.  The State turned the tables on these people and she 
will never vote to have our staff waste our time to digitize information that should not be made public in the first place.  
Holt stated this is tabled until the next meeting but he would still like to know what other counties are doing. 
 Assessment Software Solutions Agreement: 
 Ms. Jerolyn Ogle requested approval of an agreement between Hamilton County and Assessment Software 
Solutions, Inc.  This software will be used by all nine township assessors and the county assessor.  It will do building 
permits, personal property, mobile homes and for the first time since 1988 we will all be using the same software.  It 
does match the state requirement of everything to be provided to the state in electronic format.  Holt motioned to 
approve.  Altman seconded.  Motion carried unanimously. 
 Commissioner Committee Reports [2:43:15] 
 4-H 
 Superior Dock Lease: 
 Holt stated the 4-H Buildings and Grounds Committee have requested the approval of a lease with Superior 
Dock dba Aabco Docks for winter boat storage for the sum of the $6,250 which is the same amount as last year’s 
contract, which was a bid contract.  Holt motioned to approve.  Altman seconded.   Motion carried unanimously. 
 Homeland Security Conference: 
 Altman stated she, Sheriff Carter and Tim Zellers attended a Homeland Security Conference in Wisconsin.  The 
conference brought together the mid-west regional UHSI entities.  The conference was to compare where we are in 
various stages of the urban security grants.  It was helpful for Hamilton County because we are in the first cycle of the 
grants.  Several entities are in the second year cycle and they talked about their strategies for developing more effective 
urban security for their areas.  We will be meeting with Hamilton County’s working group which includes the health 
department, surveyor and EMA members to pass on information we received.  Altman stated they are working with the 
Indianapolis/Hamilton County working group to receive permission to proceed with the contract for the dispatch 
software.   
 Air Advisory Committee: 
 Altman stated the Air Advisory Committee is looking at options including the possibility of implementing in 
certain areas no-idle zones for heavy duty diesel.  The State has a grant and a joint purchasing opportunity to any public 
entity for conversion units on heavy diesel motors.   
 National Flood Insurance Community Rating: [2:48:47] 
 Mr. Chuck Kiphart introduced Greg Main from the Indiana Department of Natural Resources Division of Water.  
Main presented a plaque on behalf of the Federal Emergency Management Agency acknowledging Hamilton County’s 
achievement of obtaining a Class 7 Rating in the National Flood Insurance Community Rating System.  Hamilton 
County residents will receive a 15% discount on flood insurance premiums.  Nationally there are approximately 1,000 
communities that are receiving flood insurance premium discounts.  Indiana has 16 communities that have enrolled in 
the CRS program.  Of that only three have achieved a Class 7 Rating, Hamilton County, Noblesville and Fort Wayne.   
 Holt motioned to direct Chuck Kiphart to bring recommendations to the commissioners to bring Hamilton to a 
greater level of excellence. 
 Juvenile Detention Center 
 Budget and Bid Award: [2:57:03] 
 Mr. John Barbee presented the Juvenile Detention Center Construction Budget with a base bid amount of 
$28,353,639.  Envoy’s recommendation is to accept alternates 2, 4, 9 and 10, which brings the total budget to 
$28,547,773.  Barbee requested approval of the budget and award of contracts to the low bidders.  Altman asked Mr. 
Larry Dawson about the possiblity of awarding the bids as recommended but holding Alternate 1, Housing Pod D, open 
pending additional investigation of financing costs to see if we remain within budget with capitalized interest and 
looking at other possibilities with the shell-out.  Altman stated she has spoken with Mike Howard and he indicated that 
would not be an issue.  Altman asked if there was anything in the bid documents that would alter your 
recommendation?  Mr. Larry Dawson stated you can hold alternate bids open for 120 days but if we sign the contracts 
and we get going quickly we are going to have to decide on the fourth pod because it will affect every contract in the 
project.  We will want to get the footings and foundation installed this fall.  Altman asked if the deferral until the last 
meeting in September effect your construction schedule?  Dawson stated they would be ok with that.  Altman stated it 
is taking a step back to make sure we are making the best investment we can with some of the needs of the jail if we do 
have excess funds, depending on financing.  Holt motioned to accept the construction budget as submitted and leave 
open the alternate of the fourth pod until the second meeting in September.  Altman seconded.  Barbee asked if that 
included the recommended alternates?  Altman and Holt stated yes, as presented.   Motion carried unanimously.
